plete weaning must be undertaken 
speedily, nn matter what may bo the 
age of the infant. 


The milk formula for the bottle 


should be simple at first and gradu-

baby becomes accustomed to H. Sud- 
den change to cow's milk may cause 
a digeslivo upset, vomiting, cramps, 
diarrhea, and loss of wcitfht. 
The 


exact formula to avoid such disturb- 
ance, should b« recommended by a 
physician.

gradually. Tills Is done by first !-ub- 
stltutlng one bottle for one breast 
lulu* aitrees witU tjifl baby, 


omit another and gradually substi- 
ute all breast feedings with bottle 
'codings. The entire process should 
not take longer than one month.

Baby Will Loie Weight 


Many mothers become alarmed be- 


cause the baby loses weight when 
weaning begins. 
Be assured thru 


there Is no need for worry, because 
It is natural for the baby to lose some 
weight until becoming accustomed to 
the new milk. Of course, continued 
loss of weight must not be ignored. 
It is usually a sign that the child Is 
not receiving sufficient nourishment. 


Many mothers delay weaning un- 


necessarily. Bear in mind that the 
longer the delay the more difficult it 
may be. When weaning is donp in 
a systematic manner and at the 
proper age, it Is a simple procedure. 


This Is the time of the yo:ir when 


weaning may be accomplished with- 
out difficulty. 
Whenever possible, 


avoid weaning during the summer 
months. It is more difficult in every 
way for a baby during hot weathor. 
Unless there are urgent reasons for 
proceeding, it Is better to wait until 
cool weather comes. 
neforc the baby is ready for wean- 


ing it should be given daily fruit 
juice cereal and egg. I take it for 
^ranted of course, that every mother 
gives her child its dnily quota of cod 
liver oil. Give the cod liver oil in the 
morning and evening and only dis- 
continue it when the cbild is exposed 
to tho rays of the =un, during the 
Hummer months, or by special ar- 
rangement for the nursery. P\ ^ho 
winter. .
